WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING. 
: to) 


To Abner D. Bryant, a Constable of the town of Greenwood, 
in the County of Oxford, GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the said town of Greenwood, 
qualitied by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall at 
Locke’s Mills Village on the eleventh day of March, 1889, at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon to act on the following articles, to wit: 

Art. 1st. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2d. To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3d. To act upon the reports of the town officers. 

Art. 4th. To choose all necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 5th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necgssary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor, and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 6th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 

Art. Tth. To see how much the town will vote to allow per hour 
for labor on the highway. 

Art. 8th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay the interest on the town debt 
for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise toward paying the town debt. 

Ari. 10th. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to make good the deficiency in the ap- 
. propriation for the past year. 

Art. 11th. To see if the town will vote to make a discount of 
three per cent. on all taxes of the current year voluntarily paid on 
or before the first day of December next, or otherwise. 

Art. 12th. To see if the town will vote to have all taxes of the 
current year payable March first, 1890. 

Art. 13th. To see if the town will vote to charge interest at 
the rate of eight per cent. per annum on all taxes of the current 
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year remaining unpaid after the first day of March, 1890, or other- 
wise. 

Art. 14th. To see if the town desires the selectmen to license a 
liquor agent for the ensuing year. 

Art. 15th. ‘to see if the town will vote to divide school dis- 
trict No. 3, and annex Wm. Richardson and Geo. W. Richardson 
and their estates to school district No. 5, and annex the balance of 
said district to district No. 4. 

Art. 16th. To see if the town will vote to divide school dis- 
trict No. 2 and annex Sewall A. Millett and Geo. C. Cole and their 
estates to district No. 4. 

Art. 17th. To see if the town will vote to accept the road lead- 
ing from Locke’s Mills to Bird Hill so called, as laid out by the 
County Commissioners in Oct. 1887 and built by Galen Blake. 

Art. 18th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
from the house of Ransom Cole to the house formerly occupied 
by him. 

Art. 19th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
from the school house, district No. 11, to the house lately occupied 
by Calvin Cole. bs 

Art. 20th. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the county road near the house of C. W. Cole, to the 
Albion Cole place so called. 

Art. 21st. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the John Gerry road, so called, near the house of 
Wn. Richardson, to the Young Hill road, so called, near the house 
of Moses A. Swan. 

Art, 22d. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the county road near the Norway town line to the 
buildings on the Coffren place, so called. 

Art. 23d. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the county road below Greenwood City to where the 
Garland buildings once stood. 


The Selectmen will be in session at the Hotel Hall at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon on the day of said meeting for the purpose of re- 
ceiving the qualifications of voters and correcting the voting list.
